It 
was  evident  then  that  if  the  City 
Council  had  been  concerned  with 
the  lives  of  girl  students  in  that 
dormitory,  the  tanks  never  would 
have  been  there  at  all. 

Student  President  Cooperates 
The  Administration  lias  endeav¬ 
ored  for  months  to  get  an  ordinance 
passed  lo  rid  the  College  of  these 
fire  hazards.  Now,  Richard  Gor¬ 
don.  student  body  president,  has 
asserted  that  the  students  will  join 
with  tlie  Administration  in  appeal¬ 
ing  for  immediate  action. 

The  main  appeal  will  be  directed 
against  the  maintainence  of  four 
tanks  located  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Wabash  Railroad  tracks  and 
owned  by  the  Consumers  Oil  Com¬ 
pany.  It  is  felt  that  these  tanks 
are  an  unnecessary  danger,  and  al¬ 
though  many  other  tanks  are  near¬ 
by,  a  relocation  of  these  four  would 
be  a  great  step  forward  in  remov¬ 
ing  these  fire  hazards. 

Most  Are  in  Residential  Area 
It  is  of  significance,  also,  that 
there  are  21  tanks  on  the  east  side 
of  the  railroad  tracks,  13  of  which 
lie  on  the  very  edge  of  the  residen¬ 
tial  area  of  the  city,  all  of  which 
are  of  extreme  danger  to  those  res¬ 
idents  directly  adjacent. 

Consequently,  it  is  a  matter  of 
concern  for  students  and  towns¬ 
people  alike  that  action  be  taken 
which  would  eliminate  tlie  hover¬ 
ing  danger  made  possible  by  the 
nearness  of  these  tanks. 

Council  Meets  Tuesday 
The  next  meeting  of  the  Mary- 
ville  City  Council  Is  to  be  Tues¬ 
day.  April  1.  and  there  is  expected 
to  be  a  personal  appeal  from  the 
student  body  for  some  action;  a 
petition  from  the  students  has  al¬ 
so  been  suggested. 

Immediately  after  the  gas  tank 
blast  April  28,  the  St.  Joseph  Pow¬ 
er  and  Light  Co.  rendered  their 
tanks  harmless  by  filling  them  with 
water.  But  such  action  has  not 
been  followed  by  other  companies 
and  that  same  area  is  still  known 
as  “tank  town.” 

Near  Business  District

Recently  a  new  method  of  artifi¬ 
cial  respiration  has  been  introduced 
which  eventually  will  be  used  by 
the  American  Red  Cross  and  the  Bey 
Scouts.  The  essential  steps  of  the 
new  "back-pressure  arm-lift  meth¬ 
od”  as  given  by  the  Health  and 
Safety  magazine  are  as  follows: 
Position  of  the  Subject 

1.  Place  the  subject  in  the  face 
down  position.  Bend  his  elbows 
and  place  his  hands  one  upon  the 
other.  Turn  his  face  to  one  side, 
placing  the  cheek-bone  upon  his 
hands. 

Position  of  the  Operator 

2.  Kneel  at  the  head  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  on  either  your  right  or  left 
knee.  Place  your  knee  close  to  his., 
arm  and  just  at  the  side  of  his  head.'- 
Place  your  opposite  foot  near  his' 
elbow.  If.  it  is  more  comfortable, 
kneel  on  both  .knees,  on<»  on  either 
side1  of  the  subject’s  head. 

Place  your  hands  upon  the  flat  of 
the  subject's  back  so  that  tire  heels 
of  the  hands  lie  jus*  below  a  line 
running  between  the  armpits.  With 
tlie  tips  of  your  thumbs  just  touch¬ 
ing,  spread  the  fingers  downward 
and  outward. 

Compression  Phase 

3.  Rock  forward  until  your  anus 
are  approximately  vertical  and  al¬ 
low  ttie  weight  of  the  upper  part 
of  your  body  to  exert  slow,  steady, 
even  pressure  downward  upon  tour 
hands.  This  forces  air  out  of  his 
lungs.  Your  elbows  should  be  kept 
straight  and  the  pressure  exerted 
almost  directly  downward  on  tlie 
back. 


■iiig  struck  by  lightning  will 
•  know  something  of  how  lo 

release  and  rock  slowly  backward. 
As  you  rock  backward  grasp  the 
subject's  arms  just  above  his  el¬ 
bows  and  draw  his  arms  upward 
and  toward  you.  Apply  just  enough 
lift  to  feel  resistance  and  tension  at 
tlie  subject's  shoulders.  Do  not  bend 
your  elbows.  Now  drop  his  arms  to 
tlie  ground.  Tlie  arm  lift  expands 
his  chest  by  pulling  on  the  chest 
muscles,  arching  tlie  back,  and  re¬ 
lieving  the  weight  on  his  chest. 

This  completes  the  full  cycle.  The 
cycle  should  be  repeated  twelve 
times  a  minute  at  a  steady,  uni¬ 
form  rate.  The  compression  and  ex¬ 
pansion  phase  should  take  about 
equal  time  with  short  release  peri¬ 
ods. 

Experiments  have  shown  tliat  the 
new  back-pressure  arm-lift  method 
exchanges  over  one  quart  of  air 
with  each  application- of  pressure 
and  arm  lift.  This  compares  with 
exchange  of  approximately  one  pint
